Two teens spend their last High School Halloween working in a Pumpkin Patch together where love is in the air.

It's 1915 and thirty-nine-year-old Helen is tired of keeping house for her brother so she impulsively buys a horse-drawn
bookmobile and sets out for adventure. Check out the sequel, The Haunted Bookshop.

When the dead began walking on the battlefield of Gettysburg it ended the Civil War. With a new threat to humanity, Jane has
trained in etiquette and combat, but she wants a different kind of life. Sequel: Deathless Divide.

Winner of the Newbery Award for Children's Literature, Gaiman weaves a story of death, life, and the family we make in this
thrilling adventure of a young boy growing up nurtured by ghosts. Check out the three-part graphic novel series too.
